COKDOBA, March 11.—the peak of 


Orizaba, an ancient volcano, is in a state 
of eruption. The signs of disturbance 
began to manifest themselves last Sun- 
day night, and have increased in force 
constantly since that time. It is now 
vomiting poisonous gases, and thick 
volumes of smoke are emitted from 100

a commission of scientists to 


make nil the investigation into the 
eruption possible, and to make recom- 
mendations looking to the safety of the 
inhabitants of the neighboring villages. 
The present eruption is in the heart of 
the best improved coffee district q( 
Mexico, where are located many Ameri- 
cans, who have embarked in tho profita- 
ble business. 
The coffee plantations 


are not yet thought to bo in any danger 
of damage, nor will they be unless a 
fall of thick- ashes occur, which is not 
considered probable. 


The earth for 100 miles around is 


shaken periodically with subterranean 
vibrations. A great alarm exists among 
the dwellers in the cities of Cordoba, 
Orizaba, Kalapa aud the dozens of small 
villages scattered within tlie scope of 
tho strange and interesting phenome- 
non. 
The shocks as yet have not been 


of a serious nature aud no damage frcmi 
them has been reported. 


The riiu of the crater glows like fire 


and the thick gases rolling down tho 
mountain nines have set aflame the 
grasses and veget?;tiou clothing the sides 
to the summit, which adds to the den- 
sity of the smoke aud grandeur of the 
spectacle. 


Masses are being said in all the 


churches of the locality to ward off tho 
impending danger.

Tho Faclflc Railroad Debt. 


By tho acts of 1803 and 1804 con- 


gross loaned to the companies under- 
talfiijg the construction of tho railroad 
from tho Missouri river to the Pacific 
coast f 04,000,000. Besides that it grant- 
ed to thorn outright 25,QOO,000 acres 
of land. Interest was to bo paid ou tho 
loan at 0 per cent 
In roturn tho gov- 


ernment took a first lien on the proper- 
ty of the Pacific road. 
Af tor the work 


had beon begun, however, ifc was found 
that tlicro vas not money enough to 
complete it 
Thou by another act of 


congress the company was permitted to 
raise money on their own corporation 
bonds. Tlio government agreed to taka 
a hack scat and give those who-held tho 
company's private bonds a first linn on 
tho road, itself taking n second lion. 


That was moro than SO yoars ago. 


Not one-quarter of the interest has ever 
been paul by tho Pacific railroad com- 
panies to tho United States government 
Tho loan, whicli nt first was $04,000, - 
000, is now swelled hy interest to $J38, • 
000,000. 
Tho companies overreached 


tlio government, causing their contract 
with tho United States to be drawn in 
Hanli a way that the government lieu 
only covers the main lines and not tho 
branches of the roads. 
Tho govern- 


ment's second mortgage on tho roada, 
therefore, already amounts to twice aa 
much as the roads aro worth, and there 
is not tlio slightest prospect that it will 
be paid. Onu proposition made is that 
tho government tiiko possession of tho 
roads and operate them or lease them. 


When wo want anything done care- 


fully, conscientiously and in a thorough 
and scholarly w:iy, we must go to tho 
Germans. A statistician who compiles 
figures for tho Herman government hafl 
been lahoriug three yoars to find whether 
one day of tho seven in n week was real- 
ly more unlucky than another. He dis- 
covers that there is n» nrl'icky day and 
that it is not Friday atall, but Monday. 
More mishaps have occurred then than 
ou any other day. Ho is right. Has not 
"blue Monday" passed into a proverb? 
Who that writes for newspapers for a 
living, for instance, doea not find it 
harder tu j;et down to work on Monday 
than on any other morning? Everybody 
is tempted to sitnplato and enjoy social 
pleasures and also tho pleasures of eat- 
ing ami drinking ou Sunday night. But 
suoiaj pleasures prolonged into tho night 
hours inn luinond to good work. Who 
does not know it? Tho German statis- 
tician has won hia case. Monday is the 
nulucky day. 


Under tho modified treaty regulations 


with China n Chinese laborer may re- 
tnru to this country and take up hia res- 
idence tiguin under cortaiu conditions. 
The conditions are that he leave a wife, 
child or parent in tills country to return 
to, or that ho has property hero to the 
value of $100 or dobta owing him eqnal 
to that amount. In order to got back, 
however, ho must, ou leaving register 
himself with the internal revenue col- 
lector and record a fnll description of 
his circumstances and property. The 
registration nud description papers must 
be accompanied by throe photographs 
of tho laborer, and he mast get back 
within a year unless dotniued by sick- 
ness or other disability that makes his 
return impossible.

To tho dootor's snrpriae.some 
of tlio worst symptoms of insanity dis- 
appeared. Further trials convinced tho 
faculty of the value of this discovery, 
nud, according to all indications, thero 
is in this course tbe germ of a discovery 
that will entirely revolutionize the 
treatment of the insane.

They word ted 
very little corn and fodder until the 1st 
of May.. Then the corn was taken off 
entirely, and they rnn on good blue grass 
aud clovor pasture thrmigh the summer. 
I had intended to put them on corn tho 
1st of September, but onr fall grass was 
fine, and thooattio looked to he doing as 
woll as they could ho mado to do, &o I 
held tho corn off until Oct. 5. I tbt-n 
commenced giving them a light feed 
ouco a day on tho grasa and increased 
tha feed slowly nutil I got them up to a 
pock to the bteor. 


Tho grass being fino I held them at 


that till about tho 10th to the 15ch of 
November, when I began to increase 
their foed until I got thorn to about all 
they would eat once a day, still letting 
them run ou good bluo grass, just .scat- 
tering tho corn ou the pasture, about 
two-thirds of a bushel of corn and one- 
third of shook corn, I fed them in tbbt 
way until they were shipped. They were 
on feed, ns you will seo, from Oot. 5 to 
Deo. 23, the day of shipping—just 78 
days—and made a gain of over 600 
poouda nud did it principally oil good 
blue grass. —Gaines dreeiie in Breed-
